And Germanicus 


This is a piece about a visit to 
the Krupp works out of Essen, 
and of how it reminded me of a 

book. 
Somewhere in 
one of Robert 
Graves ad- 
mirable books 
about the Em- 
peror Claudius, 
the emperor is 
talking with his 
brother G e r- 
manicus. The 
subject is how 
to treat con- 
quered peoples. 

Germanicus informs Claudius 
(I think this was in “Claudius, 
the God’’) that the Germans re- 
spect ony those conquerors who 
never let them up off their: knees; 
that the Gallic peoples of the 
area now France were impressed 
with riches and ease and that if 
one were only polite to the Span- 
ish peoples one could do any- 
thing one wished with them. 


One grim and gloomy day in 
1947, a group of us were picking 
our way through the giant steel, 
coal and munitions monster @hich 
stretched a distance of more 
than seven bomb-battered. miles. 
It had been one of the gigantic 
assembly lines which took in the 
coal and iron ores at one end 
and brought out cannons, shells 
and machine guns at the other. 
Vision 

One of us said, as we threaded 
cur way along, that it was easy 
to believe that Kaiser Wilhelm, 
and later Adolph Hitler, looking 
at the monstrous seven miles of 
munitions factory, could make 
himself believe that he could take 


its products and conquer the 
world. 


It was not the type comment | 


that called for an answer, but the 
German guide who was assisting 
in conducting us, made one. 

‘IT assure you, gentlemen,” he 
said, ‘‘that we Germans did our 
very best to win the war.’’ 

It was, considering the fact the 
homeland was occupied by the 
troops of three victor nations; 
that much of it was wrecked and 
ruined; that several millions of 
her men were dead from the Don 
to the Sahara; that he and his 
people were subsisting on a diet 
of 1,500 calories per day, most 
of it supplied by the occupying 
forces—it was, I say, a remark 
which had constderable defiance 
in it. 

Later on, in another area, we 
came across a.heavy, stone mon- 
ument there in the yards with a 
bronze bas-relief portrait of the 
late Kaiser adorning it. It com- 
memorated a visit made by* that 
war lord in 1911, when his Gen- 
eral Staff was beginning to stock- 
pile against ‘“‘Der Tag’ of 1914. 

A British major who was with 
us (this was in the British zone) 
said that each afternoon as the 
half-starved coal miners and steel 
workers who had jobs in those 
sections of the plant which had 
been re-established threw stones 
at the bronze, mustached-figure 
of the late Kaiser. 

‘“‘Why at the Kaiser?’’ someone 
asked. 

The British major said that he 
didn’t know, but it reasoned out 
about as follows: ‘‘The Kaiser 
got us into the first world war 
which led us to the Versailles 
Treaty and this led Adolph Hitler 
to power and Hitler got us into 
the second great war and we were 
beaten and now we are hungry 
and are eonquered . . > and it’s 
all the fault of Kaiser Wilhelm 
II.” 

Anyhow, they threw rocks at 
his portrait because he didn’t win. 


Mentality 

The Germans, to this day, think 
that if the British had just had 
sense enough to know they were 
defeated in 1940, and had sur- 
rendered and accepted Hitler’s 
plan to divide up the _ world, 
things would have worked out 
very well for all concerned. 

Germanicus wasn’t too far 
wrong. You can understand why 
the French fear the Germans. 
. « - They are dangerous because 
they are a hard-working, single- 
minded sort of people with all 
the persistent directness of Crom- 
well’s Roundheads. 

The American soldiers, in oc- 
cupying jobs, always felt more 
at home in Germany than any- 
where else. . . . The German, 
with his feeling for machjnes, 
his competency with his hands; 
his neat cleanliness at home, and 
his amazing energy, seemed 
closer to what the lonely soldier 
knew at home. But these were 
never expressions of his mentality 
nor his attitudes toward world 
politics. Would they now like an- 
other feuhrer? 

Of all the nations:in Europe, 
the Germans have made the best 
recovery. It is interesting that 
Germanicus, back in the Roman 
days, should have said what he 
did. Anyhow, one can sort of un- 
derstand why the French are 
afraid.

Greater Atlanta today begins the 1954 
drive to raise $1,833,545 for the Commu- 
nity Chest for the next year—$112,163 
more than was raised last year. The sum 
can and will be raised if generous Atlan- 
tans will open their hearts and purses, 
each giving what he can afford. 

The Chest goal is not excessive. Funds 
raised will be used to support 38 Red 
Feather services, all of them meeting a 
vital) community problem. In addition, 
the United Defense Fund-USO will share 
in the total. 

The amount needed was established 
early last spring, when the Chest Coun- 
cil’s planning division sponsored a series 
of studies to determine the quality of 
Greater Atlanta’s health and welfare 
services and to catalog the most urgent 
unmet needs in the community. 

Atlanta continues to grow. As it 
grows, social and welfare problems grow 
apace. Boys’ and girls’ clubs must be ex- 
panded ‘to meet the increased birthrate 
and the influx of new citizens. Boy 
Scouts and Girl Scouts organizations need 
more help. 

These are only a few of the 38 Red 
Feather agencies that the community 
must support to supplement government 
agencies that do not reach certain spe- 
cific needs. 

These Chest agencies are largely set 
up to prevent social and crime problems 
that could lead to serious consequences 
for the community. They include youth 
programs, rehabilitation, family counsel- 
jing, day nurseries, health clinics, and 
other social welfare efforts that regular 
government agencies do not touch.

It is good business, good 
citizenship and sound judgment to work 
together to solve community problems 
before they take their ghastly toll in 
ruined lives and crime bills.

Why Should Taxpayers 


Subsidize Inefficiency?, 


Frederick W. Howe Jr., president of 
the American Textile Machinery Asso- 
ciation, has startled us, if indeed he 
hasn’t nonplussed us. 

‘Despite the expenditure of. more 
than $3,000,000,000 (that’s three billion) 
since World War II,” he says, “the per- 
centage of strictly modern machinery in 
American textile mills is below that in 
Japan and probably lower than that in 
Germany.” 

He -was asking for suitable tariffs to 
protect the American industry until, if it 
so intends, good management “properly 
performs its task” and if‘ “constant re- 
placement and modernization of produc- 
ing equipment are practiced.” 

It comes as a shock to a nation which 
prides itselfy on its  industrialization,; 
which has been so critical of other nations 
for' allowing their industrial machine to 
become obsolete, to hear this news from 
the man who makes and sells the ma- 
chinery in question. 

Certainly American industries which 
deserve it must be protected. 

But, here, in Mr. Howe’s own words, 
we come to the nut of the tariff question. 
Are those industries which do not try to 
compete, but which allow competition to 
better them by initiative in modernizing 
plants and methods, to be protected at 
the expense of the American taxpayer? 
Must the taxpayers subsidize inefficiency 
and bad management? 

According to Mr. Howe, 33 inefficient 
mills have liquidated or gone bankrupt 
in the past 15 months rather than mod- 
ernize. Others, he predicts, will follow. 

This is serious from the viewpoint of 
jobs—but not from that of production. 
The efficient mills are doing the job of 
keeping the economy well supplied with 
textiles. 

Do the administration, the industry, 
and the unions have any plans to prevent 
the American taxpayer from having to 
subsidize the inefficient, the obsolete and 
the poorly managed?

There appears to be a difference of 
opinion in Upson County over who takes 
care of erring members of the armed 
forces; the civil or military authorities. 

Superior Court Judge Chester A. By- 
ars has requested military police to stay 
away from Upson, which has a garish 
strip of juke joints along U.S. 19, south of 
the county site of Thomaston. The judge 
claims. that civil authorities have prior 
jurisdiction, and are perfectly capable of 
maintaining law and order there. 

From the legal point of view the judge 
may be correct. However, history and 
tradition show that the military; whether 
Army, Navy or Air Force, is best able to 
take care of its own. A soldier on leave 
and a sailor on liberty may automatically 
obey the orders of the police arm of his 
own service, while the temptation to 
thwart or gang up on a. deputy sheriff 
may prove hard to resist.

Controlling vice of course is the job of 
the civil police. But when military men 
are a factor, a cooperative operation with 
the local authorities working hand in 
hand with the military police stands the 
best chance of success.

Milk Problem

Atlantan Lou§¥ : 
Wells, formerly a dairy products 
distributor, went to the West Coast 
South American country last sum- 
mer to see what needed to be done 
and what-could be done to add milk 
and milk products to the Peruvian 
diet. His sponsor was International 
Economic Services, a private en- 
terprise interested in raising the 
living standards of our neighbors. 

Lou came back convinced that 
among other things the Peruvians 
must develop pastures in the val- 
leys of the Andes Mountains, like 
Georgians, their best hope lies in 
irrigation. He 
that dairymen down there must 
come to believe ih sanitation. 

One reason residents of Lima do 
not drink more milk is that they 
are afraid of it. They have reason 
to be. 

The city’s milk supply comes 
from dairies within a 20- 
mile radius of the city. The cows, 
mostly Holstein, are dry fed. For 
the most part, they never get out 
of the barn. The equipment in the 
dairy barns is modern, the best 
America can produce. But the 
handling is lax. The Peruvian milk- 
man evidently never heard of 
screens or the advisability of keep- 
ing lids on milk cans. 

Water, too, is of questionable 
purity in the Peruvian capital. The 
popular potable is wine. Either 
that or mineral water which sells 
at a nickel a liter or long quart. 

The Wells Peruvian inspection 
was planned to last two months. 
Instead it ran a short 10 days, 
thanks to an unfortunate. experi- 
ence, which turned out maybe not 
so unlucky after all. An ulcer of 
long standing chose to perforate— 
in church, a denominational Prot- 
estant church to which the Atlantan 
had gone, along with 57 other 
Americans. 

There ensued an emergency op- 
eration — two hours more would 
have been too many — in the Clin- 
ica Anglo-Americana. The surgeon 
was a Philadelphian who had mar- 
ried a Peruvian girl. 

There followed eight days in this 
hospital where only two supervis- 
ing nurses and the doctor spoke 
English. But the other nurses were 
helpful despite the language diffi- 
culties, their garlic breaths and 
their squeaking shoes. The squeak, 
it seems, is a characteristic of all 
shoes made in Peru. 

So the man Wells survived to fly 


back home and tell his friends 


about his stay in the land of the 
Incas. Now he's itching to go back 
to help establish those permanent 
pastures and to teach Pizarro the 
Peruvian milkman to keep the 
pails covered in flytime.

Great Hymn of Hope 


In Greenville, S.C., recently for a revival in 
the great Buncombe Street Church, I had the 
added pleasure of being with my friend, Rev. 


Ernest K. Emurian of Portsmouth, Va. 


He is one of the mont re- 


markable ministers I have ever known. Not only is he an outstand- 
ing preacher and pastor, he is a member of the International Broth- 
erhood of Magicians and is also a member of the American Guild of 


Organists. 


Especially has he made a study 
of the hymns of the church and 
each night before my sermon, he 
taught the people some of the true 
meaning of church music, 


Each night after the service we 
would sit and talk for a couple of 
hours or more and, for the most 
part, he would tell me about the 
hymns of the church, how they 
came to be written and how they 
should be used. Particularly was 
I impressed with his story of 
“Shall We Gather at the River.”’ 


That is a hymn that has almost 
been ruined by cheap jokes such 
as the preacher saying, ‘All the 
liquor should be dumped into the 
river’’ and the song leader then 
ennouncing, ‘‘Let us sing ‘Shall We 
Gather at the River.’ ”’ 


Also, it has been used in refer- 
er.ce to baptism at the river, with 
which it has absolutely no connec- 
tion. In fact, it is a hymn that 
many churches never use any 
nore. Yet when we know its real 
1.°aning it becomes both comfort- 
ing and ispiring to us. 

It was written by the Rev. Rob- 
ert Lowery. He was visiting with 
cone of the families of his church 
who had recently lost two precious 
children. The mother was heart- 


broken and he was seeking to 
comfort, her heart. In her grief she 
asked if she would ever see her 
children again. He quoted to her 
Revelation 22:1, ‘“‘And he showed 
me a pure river of water of life, 
clear as crystal, proceeding out of 
the throne of God and of the 
Lamb.” 

She asked, ‘‘Will I meet my chil- 
dren at the river?’’ He assured 
her they would gather at the river, 
That night he went home and 
wrote for this brokenhearted moth- 
er this hymn. In the first verse 
he asks the question and then an- 
swers it in the chorus. 

Picturing that scene in my mind, 
that great song takes on new 
meaning for me and my heart is 
inspired as I sing: 

“Shall we gather at the river— 
Where bright angel feet«have trod 
—With its crystal tide | forever— 
Flowing by the throne of God?” 
Then comes the sure answer.

GOP Is Loosening 


Control of Business 


WASHINGTON—The Eisenhower administra- 
tion is taking government out of business but not 
as fully nor as far out of business as many sup- 


pose. 


Numerous props to private enterprise remain. They are not vane ~ 


ishing very rapidly. One reason they are not vanishing very rapidly 
is that while some businessmen talk as though they would like to 
see private enterprise free of all government support—except tariffs, 
perhaps—many businessmen continue to welcome government sup- 


port. 

The purpose of this article is not 
to argue that the continuing props 
to private enterprise are either un- 
sound or undesirable. It is useful to 
realize that while the administra- 
tion is acting to cut down the ex- 
tent to which the government has 
been a competitor to business, it is 
also acting to shore up business 
and not leaving it entirely exposed 
to the buffeting winds of competi- 
tion. 

These actions on the side of 
maintaining various government 
props to private enterprise should 
be noted in order to keep the pic- 
ture in perspective: 

Lead and Zinc: After rejecting 
a tariff increase, President Ei- 
senhower launched a _$120,000,000 
government-purchase program of 
lead and zine generally recognized 
as not justified on an over-all 
stockpile basis. The administration 
acted to preserve the U.S. lead and 
zinc mining business which would 
not be preserved in the free play 
of the market place. 

Shipouilding: Normal competi- 
tive private enterprise is not pre- 
serving the American  shipbuild- 
ing industry. Without government 
intervention, not a single ocean-go- 
ing vessel would be under construc- 
tion in a U.S. shipyard by Dec. 
31 of this year. 

Smail Business: The Eisenhower-

tration 1s pretty much taking up 
where the liquidated Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corp, left off. 


Distressed Area Policy: The ad- 


ministration is channeling quite a 
few defense contracts to those in- 
dustries which are located in parts 
of the country where there is 
above-average unemployment. This 
is certainly an easily justified so- 
cial policy, but it is not leaving 
economic decisions entirely to the 
free play of competition. 

There is no doubt that the Eisen- 
hower administration wants to re- 
lieve private enterprise of govern- 


ment controls just as far as pos- 


sible, wants to reduce interference, 
wants to take government out of 
competition with business and be- 
lieves that business will do best 


for everybody when it is respond- ° 
ing to the incentives of fair profit ~ 


and the pressures of competition. 


But there are two pressures in 
the other direction. One is the re- 


quirements of national security in ' 


a world wherein war cannot be 
ruled out. The other is the pressure 
of many buSinessmen who want 
government favors — supports, 
loans, tariffs — but not govern- 
ment interference. 

The administration is in the mid- 
dle; maybe that is why, in part, 
it calls itself a middle-road admin- 
istration.

travel on its belly series. 

“I guess you’d say I picked it up from Eddie LeBaron 
when I helped coach the College All-Star game in 1950,” he 
said. “‘Eddie got it, of course, from his coach at College of 
the Pacific.” 

This pointed up the anonymous character of football inventors. 
Nobody could remember the name of LeBaron’s coach at College 
of Pacific. 

“Nope, it wasn’t Stagg;"’. somebody said. ‘He was already 
gone.”’ 

*“‘Wasn’t it that fellow Siemering?”’ said. another. 

It was, that fellow Larry Siemering, who played an in- 
dustrious center for San Francisco U. before coaching at 
College of Pacific, Oregon, Arizona State and other points. 

**I got beat with it before I ever had a chance to use it,’’ Dodd 
said, somewhat cheerily. “I gave it to Bear Bryant before I ever 
put the series in at Tech. He never used it all year until he 
played us, and danged if he didn’t have Babe Parilli running the 
stuff against us.”’ 


-——How Upsets Are Wrought 


Dodd had an explanation for the torrential number of upsets 
that torment the unfortunate football tradesmen. “‘Better coach- 
ing and the use of films,’’ he said. ‘‘You look at films of a team 
you’re about to play ahd you'll see something that somebody 
else used that worked against them, so you'll do the same thing. 


‘The belly series has been worked against us in the same 
way. Everybody uses it against us now. Last year when we played 
Alabama we had no idea they’d have it. They hadn't used it, our 
pictures showed. But they came out with a belly series of their 
own. and that’s what beat us.”’ 


Perhaps it is wise to explain here the mechanics of the 
‘betty series. It is a handoff play on which the quarterback 
stuffs the ball into the fullback’s breadbasket. He removes 
it deftly and pitches out to a halfback who is swinging wide, or 
“bellying out,’”’ as.some coaches describe the arc. It has be- 
come more effective this season through its use inside, leav- 
ing the ball with the fullback who continues his trip off tackle. 
Georgia scored all three touchdowns against North Carolina 
Saturday using the series. |

The first surgical technique de- 
scribed by Dr. Beube is the ex- 
cision, or ‘‘cutting away,’’ of the 
gums in such a way as to elimi- 
nate the pockets between the 
teeth and gums. 

Dr. Beube said another surgi- 
cal technique, which he _ de- 
veloped,. involves the exposure 
of areas where the bo tissue 
has been destroyed and the ap- 
plication of ‘‘boiled cow bone 
powder, which hastens the re- 
building of bone tissue.’’ 

Another technique developed by 
Dr. Beube with coworkers is the 
surgical ‘‘reshaping of the bone 
around the teeth’’ in such a way 
that the distorted gum can reas-

Atlanta attorney G. Seals Aiken 
has fited-a~generalt demurrer-in 
Fulton Superior Court asking 
that disbarment action against 
him be dismissed on grounds it 
does not set forth a cause for 
disbarment. 

Aiken also filed an answer to 
the action brought against him on 
behalf of William Richardson, 
whose petition claimed Aiken has 
‘failed and refused’ to pay him 
$2,189.38 as he was ordered in 
Fulton Superior Court. 

Richardson’s petition also 
claimed the money was due’ him 
from a collection made for him 
by Aiken. 

Aiken’s answer claims that on 
Feb. 5 he delivered to Richard- 
son’s attorney a check for $2,- 
114.22, representing $1,591.33 due 
him under his contract, plus 
seven per cent interest from May 
23, 1949. 

The answer claims Richard- 
son's attorney refused the check 
and demanded instead $2,189.38, 
plus the 20 per cent interest or- 
dered by the court. 

Pointing out that seven per 
cent is the legal intérést rafeé, 
Aiken’s Gemurer said there “‘is 
no provision of law authorizing 
the removal of an attorney or 
the striking of his name from the 
list of attorneys for the failure 
to pay said 20 per cent penalty.”’ 

The case now is on appeal to 


the U.S. Supreme Court, the 
answer said.

Starting a test of the Kremlin’s 
proposal to réduce ordinary arms 
and armaments. drastically and 
to ban nuclear weapons, the 
French and British delegates shot 
a long series of questions at 
Vishinsky in the political . com- 
mittee of the United States. 

What authority would be given 

a control commission’ which 
would seek to determine whether 
the powers were Carrying out 
their promises?

countries? To inspect all fac- 
tories? 

Vishinky gave no solid answers. 

He promised more specific an- 
swers later, however, and said 
the Soviet Union would do. its 
share In seeking a disarmament 
agreement which would answer 
‘the clamor of the peoples of the 
world for peace.”’ 

French Delegate Jules Moch 
and British Delegate Selwyn! 
Lloyd were the speakérs at a 
morning meeting of the political 
committee, starting work on the 
disarmament problem. 

Their speeches were pointed to- 
ward finding out just what Rus-

DO YOU KNOW how to shop for upholstered furniture? Are 
you hep to the strength of wood, comfort of cushions and dura- 
bility of fabrics?

Most women mystify salesmen 
as to why they select one piece 
of furniture over another says 
Morris Futorian, an expert on 
upholstered furniture. He 
explains: 

“This is the kind of mystery 
a homemaker shouldn't be able 
to afford. True the furniture de- 
partment doesn’t encourage you 
to rip open furniture coverings 
to see what's inside, but you 
should have a basic talking 
knowledge of the construction of 
upholstered furniture so that you 
can hold an intelligent conversa- 
tion with the salesman.”’ 
FURNITURE TIPS 

Futorian believes every home- 
maker should understand furni- 
ture so that selection is not made 
on external appearance only. 
Here are some of the things he 
suggests you look for: 

1. Upholstery frames should be 
hard wood, thoroughly dried to 
prevent swelling or warping as a 
result of weather and tempera- 
ture changes. Fine animal glues 
should be used to seal joints in 
T-square precision to give sturdy 
service.

springs. Good furniture springs | 


are of oil-tempered high carbon 
steel, permanently strong and 
resilient, giving under pressure 
and then bouncing back straight 
and dependable. 

4. A tight cover or burlap us- 
ually goes over the springs with 
an extra thick roll in front to 
guard the edges and model the 
shape of the seat. On top goes 
the filler, usually rubberized hair 
pad for stress resistance. Most 
quality furniture has a layer of 
long staple cotton, soft and com- 
fortable to sit on.

Stennis Advises 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (—!) 
Sen. Stennis (D-Miss), urged 
President Eisenhower today to 
ignore ‘‘political’’ factors’ in 
selecting a successor to the late 
Supreme Court Justice Robert 
H. Jackson. 

Stennis, who said he will raise 
the issue when the new nomi-' 
nee’s name is placed before the 
Senate, made the appeal a few 
hours after the high court met 
in sorrowful tribute to Jackson 
who died Saturday after a heart 
attack. 


DRAPED IN BLACK 

With Jackson’s empty chair’ 
draped in black, Chief Justice 
Earl Warren paid tribute to him 
as an ‘‘able lawyer, statesman 
and jurist.’’ He said Jackson's 
death “‘leaves a great void in 
this court.”’ 

Stennis, a former Mississippi 
judge, declared the prestige of 
the high bench has dropped in 
recent years and cannot be re- 
stored ‘‘so long as there is evi- 
dence of political consideration’’ 
in naming judges. 

The, senator mentioned no 
names but urged the President 
to choose a new justice with 
‘‘wide judicial experience.”’ 

In addition to several federal 
judges, speculation on a possible 
successor to Jackson has includ- 
ed two of Mr. Eisenhower's 
strongest political backers—Gov. 
Dewey of New York and Atty. 
Gen. Brownell.
